Subject: Inspection Tour of the Cheshire County Farm. 
Place: Westmoreland, New Hampshire. 
To: Cheshire County Delegation. 


On Friday, November 22nd, four members of the In- 
spection Committee, headed by Mr. Ralph Blake, Chair- 
man; Mr. Ben Hall, Mr. Oscar Billings and Mr. Howard 
Page Jr., paid an unannounced visit to the County Farm in 
Westmoreland for the purpose of making an inspection 
tour. A thorough inspection of the property, including the 
men’s and women’s quarters, the hospital, jail and the 
barns were made. As our arrival had not been announced, 
we were able to see things as we presume they are every 
day. We found the buildings clean, and effort in these diffi- 
cult times had been made to make repairs and to do what 
painting was necessary and the Committee was in agree- 
ment that the Sanborns are doing a good job. The inmates 
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seem to be well-treated and comfortable. We had lunch at 
the Farm and found the food to be excellent. No special 
preparation was made for us as guests. The barns and 
stock were in good condition and the Committee was well 
pleased with their Inspection Tour. 


In talking with Supt. Sanborn after dinner, the sub- 
ject of a new jail was brought up. The present jail facilities, 
in the opinion of the Committee, are not adequate for any 
prisoners that the County wishes to keep. There are no in- 
dividual cells and there is no grill between the outside 
entrance door and the prisoners. The turnkey on entering 
can very easily run into trouble, if any of the prisoners 
were of the character to make trouble and who wanted to 
escape. It was the Committee’s opinion that the jail facili- 
ties should be investigated and taken under advisement 
with the view of changing the present setup to a safer, 
more adequate arrangement. Subject of changing the 
herd from the present Guernsey herd to Holsteins, was 
mentioned by Supt. Sanborn and the Committee felt that 
this was a matter that should be taken up with the Com- 
missioners. 

It was the opinion of the Committee, as we have above 
stated, that the Sanborns are doing a good job. They have, 
during a very difficult period both from the labor and ob- 
taining of materials point of view, tried to keep up the 
buildings and have succeeded in doing this. They have 
made improvements and the Committee felt that Cheshire 
County was very fortunate in having such a couple head- 
ing the County Farm.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 

In keeping with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire, your Commissioners are presenting here- 
with their annual report for the year ending December 
31, 1942. Included are the reports of the County Treasurer, 
Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk of Court, Superintendent of Coun- 
ty Farm, Master of the House of Correction, Physician and 
Chaplain at the County Farm, and the State Auditors. 


The Budget for the years 1947 and 1948 is practically 
the same as for the years 1945 and 1946. The surplus on 
hand beginning January 1, 1947 is smaller than January 1, 
1946. The County Tax will be larger for the two years next 
ensuing. 


The installation of the high pressure boiler at the 
County Farm is not completed because of the shortage of 
materials. However the boiler has been set up and con- 
nected and been in use since early fall and some fuel saved 
by using this boiler. 


The heating plant installed in the Court House is 
finished with the exception of the oil heater, as up to now 
it has been impossible to get the burner. Grates were or- 
dered for this furnace as it was uncertain when the oil 
burner could be delivered, and coal has been used for heat. 


There have been painting and some repairs at the 
Court House and there are some repairs yet to be done. 
The driveway and parking area at times were impassable 
and has been resurfaced and is a big improvement. 


It seemed advisable to put more insurance coverage 
on the Court House building and an additional $20,000.00 
has been added to the $20,000.00 already on the building, 
making $40,000.00 in all, which in the opinion of the Com- 
missioners was necessary. 
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Under the management of the Superintendent and 
Matron, Mr. and Mrs. Sanborn, the inmates of the County 
Farm have been well cared for. Some painting and repairs 
have been done to.the buildings including extra coverage 
for trucks and farming equipment, and some new equip- 
ment has been installed. Repairs to the barns have been 
made. Good crops of the farm have been harvested, es- 
pecially hay and corn which insures feed for the stock. 


Maplewood Hospital has been practically full of pa- 
tients during the entire year as many private cases in 
addition to dependent persons, have been taken care of. 
The County Home has been a great convenience as a 
Shelter for several boys and girls coming under the State 
Probation Department and the Department of Public Wel- 
fare. 


Fifty-nine children boarded in foster homes and in- 
stitutions at a cost to the County of $12,818.10, and $3,- 
031.99 was paid in, mostly by relatives, toward the chil- 
dren’s board. Relief cases have shown a small increase 
the same as they did last year and nearly all calls were 
because of poor health or other emergency. One mother, 
for instance, called at the Commissioners’ Office for aid 
the afternoon before Christmas and stated the family of 
eight were without food. Dr. Prevost, County Doctor, ac- 
companied Visitor to the one-room camp, insufficiently 
heated, where they found the father in bed with two broken 
ankles and the six children cold and hungry. The only 
solution was to take the family to the County Institution. 


Many calls for aid were investigated but it was often 
found that there was no real need or some kind of in- 
surance was procurable or that the persons had a settle- 
ment in a town. There have not been as many persons on 
County old age assistance as in previous years, due to 
better times and increased employment. In County relief 
cases where investigation has shown there were children 
abused, the cooperation of the Humane Society has been 
requested and the Commissioners always appreciate their 
assistance. The Bureau of Public Service has been very 
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helpful in locating employment for welfare cases and 
furnishing information from their records on new ap- 
plications for aid.

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ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of 
the Superior Court during the periods under review were 
examined and compared with corresponding entries in 
the Treasurer’s records. Supporting invoices and payrolls 
were also examined and the classification of expenditures 
noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 
1944 and December 31, 1945, is shown in Exhibit F and M, 
respectively. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
Court of Cheshire County were examined. Court receipts 
were checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to 
be properly recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were 
supported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the 
approval of a Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm were examined. Receipts of the County Farm 
were checked by source through the triplicate receipt 
forms. All receipts were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through remittances to the County Treas- 
urer. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


The accounts and records of all county officials which 
were examined, with exceptions as herein noted, were 
found in good condition and the accounting procedure 
conformed to the standard procedure prescribed by this 
Division. Suggestions and recommendations involving 
changes in current practises were discussed with officials 
during the course of the audit. These were as follows: 

(1) In the report of the last biennial audit of the ac- 
counts of Cheshire County which was made by this Divi- 
sion in 1944, certain recommendations were made relative 
to the recording of county farm receipts and expenditures. 
Inasmuch as nothing definite has been done in regard to 
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this matter since then, we again recommend that the 
standard procedure which has been adopted by the other 
counties be followed in Cheshire County. 


A classification book in which county farm receipts 
and expenditures may be recorded should be procured.and 
kept in the office of the County Commissioners. 


All bills against the farm should be examined by the 
Superintendent and, if found to be proper charges, ap- 
proved and sent to the Commissioners at once for pay-. 
ment and recording. Each bill should be stamped by the 
Superintendent and the proper classification as well as his 
approval indicated thereon. Form of stamp has been de- 
scribed in our previous report. 

Monthly totals of receipts and expenditures may be 
transferred from the farm classification book to the gen- 
eral account book in which all County receipts and expendi- 
tures are recorded. Inasmuch as each order issued in pay- 
ment of a county farm account will be entered separately 
in the county farm book by number, name of payee and 
amount, it will not be necessary to duplicate this informa- 
tion in detail in the general account book of the County. 
This also applies to County farm receipts as each item 
should be entered in the County farm book, indicating the 
name of the remitter and the source of the receipt. 

(2) The petty cash fund of $200.00 is maintained at 
the County farm for convenience in making small pur- 
chases and paying small bills such as express, postage, etc. 
It’s use should be confined to these purposes insofar as 
possible. Occasionally, upon termination of employment, it 
may become necessary to pay an employee’s salary out of 
this fund. However, except in cases of emergency, it is 
preferable that all employee’s salaries be paid in the regu- 
lar manner by County order. 

(3) Commissioners’ expense vouchers should contain 
detailed account of mileage, subsistence, etc. 

(4) If a “balance column” was added to the Accounts 
Receivable ledger, balances could be indicated monthly. A 
more effective control of accounts receivable would also be 
set up as a result of this change. 
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In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary of its es- 
sential features should be published in the next annual 
report of the County. This letter of transmittal should be 
included in its entirety. The publication of Exhibits is 
optional. 

The appreciation and thanks of the members of this 
Division is hereby expressed to the officials of Cheshire 
County and the office staff for their assistance during the 
course of the audit.

WALKER S. KIMBALL. 
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REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR 


To the Honorable County Commissioners for the County 
of Cheshire: 

I am not listing the cases pending and disposed of 
during the past year as is the customary report of the 
County Solicitor as they may be found in the office of the 
Clerk of the Superior Court. I am instead recommending 
that the County Commissioners make an effort to do some- 
thing constructive regarding juvenile delinquency in 
Cheshire County. 

The situation regarding juveniles in some of our towns 
is as bad as the pictures portrayed in Tobacco Road. In 
most cases the children come from broken homes and no- 
body shows any interest in them until they get into trouble. 
There will probably be more of such cases in the future as 
both the birth rate and the divorce rate is increasing. 

This County spends over Twenty Thousand Dollars 
($20,000) a year on criminals but nothing to prevent or 
decrease juvenile delinquency and it is the juvenile del- 
linquent of today who is the criminal of tomorrow and 
something should be done by this County to give these 
unfortunate children some chance in life. In practically 
every case they are delinquent because they never had a 
chance to be otherwise. 

Under the present system three different depart- 
ments have more or less authority in regard to curative or 
preventative measures affecting juveniles. 

1. The Sheriff’s Department investigates all com- 
plaints, but as these juveniles are not yet criminals they 
should not be treated as such. 

2. The Department of Public Welfare does excellent 
work with its available time and personnel but as juveniles 
are not its primary concern it does not have the time or 
personnel to properly investigate and recommend in each 
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juvenile case without letting its primary matter slip. Its 
personnel is entirely female and a man should investigate 
delinquent boys. 


3. The State Probation Department takes over after 
the juvenile is arrested and ordered to appear in Court but 
it can and does nothing regarding preventing the basic 
causes of the individual juvenile delinquent. 


Last year the County Solicitor averaged two cases of 
juvenile delinquency each week and few if any got the at- 
tention they deserved and they never will under the pres- 
ent system. There should be someone to whom the County 
Solicitor can assign these juvenile cases for investigation, 
recommendation and report for action and in the great 
majority of cases they would then be turned over to the 
Department of Welfare. At the present time the County 
Solicitor must call upon an investigator from a private or- 
ganization who has no legal authority to act in such cases. 
If the City of Keene can afford a Probation Officer, the 
County of Cheshire where the need is much greater, cer- 
tainly can afford to spend as much money as does the City 
of Keene because every cent spent will actually be more 
than saved in the immediate present to say nothing of the 
welfare of the children involved. 


I would recommend that the County Solicitor, if he 
wishes, (this plan would not affect me as my term expired 
January 1, 1947 and the future County Solicitors might 
not care to avail themselves of this right but it should be 
open to them if they so desire) either be allowed to appoint 
a Deputy Sheriff for juvenile cases only or much better 
that the Cheshire County Commissioners be willing to ap- 
prove the expense incurred by the County Solicitor in in- 
vestigating and trying to correct the fault underlying each 
case. If such a suggested plan as outlined briefly above had 
been in effect during the last six months of 1946, it would 
_ have cost the County less than Five Hundred Dollars 
($500) and the County would have saved much more than 
that amount during the same time. As it was the County 
Solicitor had to call and private complainants and town 
officials did call, upon a private organization to make these 
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investigations and that is not a satisfactory solution be- 
cause the investigator should have some authority from 
either the Court or the County and Cheshire County 
should not have to ask any private organization to do its 
work when that work means saving the County money and 
giving children a chance who in almost every case are de- 
linquent because they never had an opportunity to be 
otherwise.
